In reply I am directed to draw your 
attention to s repdrt which revently 
appeared in the pablic press on Decem- 
ber 2 to the effect that you informed 
your association that at your recent 
interview with members of the Oouncil, 
no specific date could be given for the 
‘cessation of the licences. 

I am directed to point out that this 
statement in the press, in which your 
remarks have doubtless been incorrectly 
‘or incompletely rejorted, tends to 
spread an erroneous impression as to 
the Council's attiiude, An assurance 
was given at that interview that the 
licences will cease at latest by the end 
of 1917, bat possibly earlier. This 
‘assurance is now definitely coramunicated 
to you, in order that if you have enter- 
tained any doubt on the point, it may 
be finally dispelled.

Four and a half years after all these 
places were required to be closed we 
find not only are they not closed bat 
that the number is year by year rapidly 
increasing. 

‘The Council may reply that divans 
and not shops were referred to in 1908. 
Let it be granted, but it is obvious that 
itwasnot intended, directly or indirectly, 
to more than make up for the closing of 
divans by licensing an even greater| 
number of shops, 

A reference to the Council’s Official 
statement at the 1908 Landrenters’ 
Meeting shows that the Revenne derived 
from the opium trade need not be 
considered in our Municipal policy. 
‘The Council stated — 

“The receipts from opium honses| 

“amount to less than Tia. 70 000, 

“no important factor in a total 

“income of two and « half millions.” 

It is still less an important factor 
to-day when our income approximates 
three millions. 

I cannot but feel that the Council 
have not kept faith wih the Ratepayers. 
‘They were supported upon the snnounce- 
ment of a distinct policy of suppression. 
Having received the msndate of the! 
Ratepayers the Council have not only 
not carried out their approved policy 
‘but have actually largely increased the 
number of places dealing in the drag. 
The whole affair has become such a 
scandal that the British Government 
have been compelled to take the matter 
up with the Council as evidenced by 
the correspondence in the Gazette of 
October 22. The Council's letter of 
Beptember 21 in reply to the repeated 
letters of the British Minister attempts 
to justify their position in the following 
words :— 

“These stocks at present amount to 

“9,300 cheste, and it is anticipate? 

“that they will last for about 24 

years, 

The letter continues by promising a 

“complete discontinuance of licences’ 
mncurrently with the disappearance | 
“of the stocks.” 

The Council have now at length by 
this letter made it perfectly clear that 
their chief effurts are directed to the 
protection of the interests of the persons, 
few or m who hold these 9,300 
chesta of opium. 

The Council are not concerned with 
the interes's and opinions of the great 
bulk of the population of this city or its 
ft neither are they concerned 
with their pledged word: their chief 
concern is that speculators in the drag’ 
shall reap their profits. The policy the 
Council are now pursuing is evidently 



































to issue as many licences as possible; 


and give as many encouragements to 
the continuance of the vice as possible 
for the sole and only reason of assisting 
holders to realise at a profit.. We have 
never seen anything like this before \in 
the whole history of our taanicipality.

wanity to the perpetuation of an 
obnoxious trade in the personal interests 
of a section of the Settlement. 

I protest as a Ratepayer against this 
attitude of the Council for the reasons 
labore stated and on the following 
grounds :— 

It is directly contrary to the instruc- 
tions of the Ratepayers. 

It is opposed to the opinion of the 
majority of this Community, of the 
British and of the Chinese Nations. 

On entirely insufficient grounds it 
declines to accede to the perfectly right 
‘and proper communications of the 
British Minister representing the British 
Government. 

The Council undertook in 1908 to 
ive the Chinese Government the lead 
in this great reform. 

The Chinese Government relied on 
these assarances and has made tho 
most wonderfal success in its national 
suppression policy. The Authorities: 
are disappointed, to use an éxceedingly 
mild expression, that instead of finding 
in Shanghai sympathetic action corres- 
ponding to their own they are meeting 
with opposition of the most determined 
kind. 

The Council's inconsiderate action 
puts the Shanghai Community as well 
‘as the British Mi ler and the Br 
Nation in an exceedingly false light! 
before the Chinese Government and 

















It is not the business of the Council 
to use the pablic funds and services 
for the private relief of any section of 
the Community be they speculators in 
opium, exchange, cotton goods or any 
other commodity except with the 
explicit sanction of the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting. 

In view of these facts I shall be glad 
if the Council will answer the following 
two questi ns: 

1. Ts the Council prepared to issne 
no more opiam licences after December 
31, of this year? 

2. If not on that date, then on 
what date will they do s0?

81n,—The Council has received your 
letter of November 30 on the subject of 
licenced opium shops in the Settlement, 
In reply, I wish in the first place to 
point out that in citing the speech of 
the Chairman of the Council at the 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in the 
year 1908, you omit to make it clear, 
4s a fact, that the promise then made of 
total suppression in the course of two 
years, qaite clearly referred to the 
suppression of the opium divans.cr’ 
**ssloons,” a mention of which, oy His

speech. By reason of this omission, the 
Council rezards the attack upon the 
action of ite predecessors contained in 
the ensuing paragraphs of your leer, 
as lacking in frankoess ; but recogni 
that it serves to conceal how fallacioas 
are the conclusions therein drawn. 

The Council's reply, a8 you antic. 
pate, is that divans, ‘and not shops 
were then indicated. "The Ratepayen’ 
Resolution is unmistakeably clear on 
this point, ‘The Council was thas in np 
way freed from its duty of contioniog 
to licence shops under Bye-law XXXIV 
in accordance wish the provisions ofthe 
Budget, for thé retail sale of opiam, of 
which the import is authorised by Treaty 

It is but natural that when sale for 
consumption in public came to an end, 
the sale for consumption in printe 
increased. These increases hare been 
ascertainable upon a perfunctory gline 
at the summaries of Municipal revenue 
published quarterly. Particular iodic- 
tions thereon are scattered through the 
Council's Annual Re, orte. 

To your statment that the Couns! 
has not kept faith with the Ratepayen 
T answer that its intentions were claly 
expressed that its procedure, and the 
results, have been open to the iospetin 
of every individual who reads its wekls 
and annual publications ; and that if 
there were any grounds for 
such as yours they would have beet 
felt and uttered long sioce by other 
Ratepayers 

In the year 1907 the British ani 
Chinese Governments agreed in prioc- 
ple that the import of Indian opian 
into China should be diminished by ove 
tenth annually, and the Britis  Gorer 
ment undertook to secure the complete 
cessation of the importation at the eal 
of 1917, pari passw with an equal 
decrease in the production of the naire 
drug. On May 8, 1911 a new Agre- 
ment was concluded by which the tr 
Governments arranged that Indian 
opium will not be conveyed into soy 
province in China which cuo establih 
by clear evidonce that it has effetiey 
‘suppresed the cultivation of the satire 
drug. Tp to now of the 18 provinws 
‘only 11 have so far been officially 
closed. In this agreement, it is aw 
distinctly stipulated, that the closing of 
the port of Shanghai to the import of 
Indian opium will only take place #8 # 
final measure, when every province bes 
been closrd. On January 1, 1919 th 
British Government for various ressst 
decided to suspend the Government alts 
of opium for the Chios marke # 
since then the local stocks bave bet 
materially reduced. From these be 
it will be clearly seen that the le 
opium in Shanghai is absolutely I 
‘and the Chinese Government tht 
the local Customa’ Authorities are "8 
now daily releasing opium from bee, 
for local consumption on paymest 
the prescribed Customs daties. 

Nevertheless the Council has deitt 
ly decided and stated its orp,‘ 
take effective measnre. for the grad 
reduction of the shops ia which opie! 
is being sold, with a view to their fs 
elimination,

elimination of the retail sale of opium 
in the Settlewent has been definitely 
decided upon, bat the Council has} 
maintained fiom the outset that the| 
process must be gradual. It should be 
obvious even to a cursory observer of the 
conditions of business life in thi« 
Settlement that if the process were 
other thao gradual, dislocation of the 
financial arrangements of both Foreign 
‘and Chinese residents, merchants and 
bankers, and the gravest administrative 
complications, must ensue. 

The allegations that the Council 
has committed or will commit the 
Community to “the perpetuation.” of 
the trade, appears to my colleagues and 
myself to be a perversion of the facts 80: 
extraordinary that it well nigh deprives 
your commanication of a title to our 
serious consideration, It absolves 
from the task of answering it in farther 
detail. 

For the rest, I therefore confine 
myself to replying to the two enquiries 
with which it concludes by stating that 
it is the Council's intention to recom-| 
mend the Ratepayers to authorise the 
cessation of all opium shop licences in 
accordance with the gradual procedure 
plied to the divans in 1918, by period- 
1 reductions concarrently with the 
disappearance of the stocks. Thus the 
last shop will close not later than the 
end of 1917. At the rate at which the 
stocks are now being reduced, there is. 
every likelihood that this date will be 
accelerated. 

Io conclusion I must emphaticall; 
contradict the statement that there 
any difference of opinion between the 
Conncil aod H. M. Minister. He has 
asked the Coancil to take measures to 
reduce the number of shops. The 
Council has not only consented to re- 
commend a reduction, but hax definitely 
formulated its decision to close all the! 
shops within a limited period, and to 
this end will propose a Resolution at the 
next Annual Meeting of Ratepayers,
